( ’ass county in 1872, when railroad 
bonds w ere issued by these courts 
for railroads that w ere never built. 
T he 
Cass 
county 
court 
issued 
bonds for the Tebo & N eosho rail­ 
road that w as not built. 
’I he Holden Enterprise gives the 
clue to the following bit of local 
history: 
St. Clair county refused and still 
refuses to pay these bonds that to­ 
tal 
several 
m inions 
now. 
The 
county last month voted down a 
proposition 
to 
com prom ise them 
fr $600,000. 
( ’ass county, after a 
long fight paid, the bonds. 
At the issu e 
of 
these bonds. 
Judge Forsyth cam e within one of 
being murdered. W ednesday after­ 
noon, April 24. 1872, a mob formed 
at Harrisonville along the line of 
the M., K. & T., to capture and kill 
the m em bers 
of the 
Cass county 
court. 
The mob w ent frohi Harri­ 
sonville to Cann City, a small sta­ 
tion about m idway between Harri­ 
sonville and 
Holden, 
and placed 
rails, logs arni rocks on the track 
to stop the east bound train. 
On 
this train 
were 
Jam es C. Kline, 
Thom as E. Detro, J. C. Steuben hon 
and General Joe Shelby. 
The mob 
believed that 
Judge Forsyth was 
also on tho train, but a friend of 
Judge Forsyth got a tip of what 
w as to happen and rode to Judge 
Forsyth’s home 
and warned him 
of the danger and he escaped and 
went back to his old home in Ohio. 
Stephenson w as one of the judg­ 
es of the 
county 
court of Cass 
county that 
issued the bonds in 
the nam e of 
the 
county. 
Cline 
was county 
attorney, 
and Detro 
w as one of Cline’s bondsmen. 
A murderous 
volley 
of bullets 
and shot poured 
in 
and around 
the locomotive.

T H E A P P R O P R I A T I O N B I L L . 


The appropriation bill which passed the lower house of congress 


the other day is expected to have “ hard sledding” from now on, if the 


gossip of newspapers is to be believed. 
It may pass the senate, although 


that is even questioned; but if it does survive a vote there it is freely 


predicted it w ill he vetoed by the president. 


lo o much pork,” is the cry, and it m ay be there is some truth 


in the claim , for congressmen are human and it is rather natural-that 


they fill should strive to get all that they- can for their districts w'hcn 


they see others getting public improvements, 
lf the president does veto 


the bill it w ill be because he believes it right to do so, and no doubt 


taking it as a whole the bill itself will furnish ample justification. 
And 


there is the trouble. 
In vetoing the bill the president w ill he compelled 


to refuse approval of many badly needed and some absolutely necessary 


public im provem ents in order to kill those that are m erely “ pork.” 


Take the building at Sedalia for instance. 
There is no question 


at all but that it is an absolute requisite for the satisfactory conduct 


of postal business centering here. 
Governm ent inspectors, treasury 


officials and the postmaster general him self haye pronounced the pres­ 


ent structure totally inadequate and have earnestly recommended that 


a new one be built. 
All these officials are a unit in their conclusions, 


and after years of effort the appropriation is included in the present 


bill. 
But if the bill is vetoed away goes Sed alia’s portion with all the 


rest. 


The method of handling these matters is wrong. 
There ought to 


be some way by which the president may disapprove those items he 


believes w rong and approve those he believes right in each appropriation 


bill. 
B y this method much injustice would be avoided and at tile same 


time the people would be protected from any graft that might creep in 


through tile efforts of ambitious politicians. 


The w ay to bring this about is so simple that every congressman 


in favor of such reform may be wandering why he him self didn’t think 


of it. 
H ow ever excellent the plan m ay be, though, its passage w ill 


probably not be brought about unless business interests and the people 


generally are aroused to a point where they w ill bring sufficient pres­ 


sure on congress to pass a resolution authorizing the adoption of the 


method. 
The evil influence that would be exerted against the proposal 


would be tremendous. 


In m any states the governor has the power to disapprove any item 


or items of any appropriation bill. 
The items disapproved are void 


unless repassed according to the rules and limitations prescribed for 


the passage of other bills over the executive veto. 
Under the laws 


of the U nited States, the president has no such power. 
If there is any 


“ grab” or “ rider” in an appropriation, the only way to get rid of it 


is to veto the entire appropriation bill, halting the orderly process of 


the government. 
The plan proposed would confer upon the president 


such power with regard to vetoing items in national appropriation bills 


as is conferred upon governors in most of the states as to appropriation 


measures . If it should become a law, no president hereafter could hide 


behind the present lim itations on his veto power, and give way to 


political expediency on the ground that he must veto all or none.

Simia, India, Jan. 24.—From a 
time early in the war right up to 
the present moment Germany has 
never ceased attem pts to stir the 
Indian empire to revolt, according 
to Sir Charles Cleveland, director 
of criminal 
intelligence 
in 
this 
country, who made this statement 
to a com*.jpondent of the Associat­ 
ed Pre ss. Sir Charles characterized 
the plots as "clumsy, belated, too 
theoretical and based on a misun­ 
derstanding of Indian character," 
and declared that the scheme fail­ 
ed chiefly because of “the sanity of 
the great Indian public which has 
withhed its support.” 
Sir Chares is reputed to know 
more about those in whom the s< 
cret service naturally would be in 
terested than any other man in In­ 
dia. I* or years he has made a study 
of that class which favors the dark­ 
ness ol night tor its comings and 
its goings, and now as head of (he 
.secret service, the government re­ 
lies upon him to check untoward 
occurrences in any section before 
they have grown into 
a 
serious 
menace. 
"There has been some trouble in 
India," said Sir Charles, "but it 
has fallen very far short both of 
the picture drawn in enemy publi­ 
cations and of the enemy’s desire. 
The state of India all through the 
war seems to ha va exposed a very 
big miscalculation on the part of 
the Germans." 


The Normal Indian Affairs. 
"It would be interesting to ex­ 
amine how far this miscalculation 
was due to a misunderstanding cf 
normal Indian affairs and how far 
to a miscarriage of plans for caus­ 
ing trouble in India and among In­ 
dians outside India during the war. 
My own impression is that Ger­ 
many thought India 
would 
need 
very little extraneous prompting 
and assistance to rise against the 
British if the latter were in serious 
em barrassment owing to a big con­ 
tinental war, and that therefore not 
very much attention was paid by 
the German government to instiga­ 
tion in India before the war. Where 
and how did the German govern­ 
ment get that idea 
Was it con­ 
veyed to them by secret unknown 
agents or by their consular officers 
in India or by some over confident 
Indian extremist oi bv British pan­ 
ic mongers? 
It is difficult to say 
for certain, but I remember that 
some years ago an Indian extremist 
leader used the following words to 
me: 
" ‘We shall certainly try to em­ 
barrass you actively iii India if 
you have a war with a continental 
power or with Afghanistan. 
Our 
feelings are firm on that point un­ 
less, indeed, self-interest or some 
special reason dictates ti passive 
attitude to some cr all of us. 
But 
never again will you find such pos­ 
itive assistance as we gave you at 
the Mine of the Boer war.’ 
“My extremist friend went on to 
tell me that we were foolish 
to 
think we could count on the Indian 
army. 
At the time I thought mv 
friend’s attitude was pathetic in 
its self-delusion 
an i 
time 
has 
shown I was right. 
Spend Money Lavishly. 
"After the war broke 
out 
the 
German 
government 
showed 
a 
willingness to ^pend money lavish­ 
ly on Indian trouble but there was 
no sign of ’financing* of tiouble- 
somo schemes or individuals be­ 
fore the war. 
In 1913 and 1914 a 
German viewing the situation in 
India with 
patriotic 
anti-British 
eyes would have observed the fol­ 
lowing phenomena: 
\ rapproche­ 
ment between a section of Indian 
Mohamedans and the young Turk 
party in Europe; an anarchial rev­ 
olutionary movement 
in 
Bengal 
with some ramifications 
in 
the 
north of India; a latent movement 
of extreme 
nationalism 
in 
tho 
Bombay presidency and some oth­ 
er places; an unrestrained ‘Ohadr’ 
movement among Indians in iii*1 
Ignited States and Canada, and a

took this with extraordinary calm 
and resignation.

the good sense and feeling of the 
Punjab public nnd on the resource­ 
ful administration of that province. 
"Disappointed by those failures

in the plots were promptly reported 
to us all along by our own agents.
